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EMINENT MICROBIOLOGIST WINS KILLAM FELLOWSHIP 


MONTREAL / March 9, 1993 — Concordia University is pleased to 
announce that Professor Elaine Newman has been awarded Canada's 
most prestigious fellowship for research. 


Professor Newman is an internationally known microbiologist. The 
Killam Research Fellowship will free her to concentrate for the next 
two years on the field opened by her own recent breakthrough in her 
specialty, leucine research. 


A native of Montréal, Professor Newman has taught at Concordia 
University since 1969. She was the founding principal of the 
Concordia's Science College (1979), and was among the first scholars 
involved in the Canada/China exchange organized in 1988 by 
Canada's Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council (NSERC) 
and China's National Natural Sciences Foundation. 


The Killam Programme is administered by the Canada Council, which 
awarded 14 fellowships in this, its 26th annual competition. The 
awards support scholars engaged in research projects of outstanding 
merit in the humanities, social sciences, natural sciences, health 
sciences, engineering, and interdisciplinary studies within those fields. 
Matching the salary and fringe benefits of the recipient over two years, 
the Killam Research Fellowship is worth a total of at least $120,000. 
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
